The third edition of this work covers almost the entire field of Elementary 
Law. It contains an analysis of the elementary principles of the four books 
of Blackstone, and the general rules, definitions, and principles of law as 
taught in the leading law-schools of the country. The author tells us that 
the work is intended to lighten the labors and shorten the work of the 
student after he has read the whole course and commenced his review, pre- 
vious to final examination for the bar. Mr. Dunlap has ably accomplished 
his purpose. There has been no attempt to make it a manual for the prac- 
ticing lawyer, but all who are anxious to learn the foundations of the law 
will find it of great value. Among the other subjects treated are Code 
Pleading, Evidence, Contracts, Commercial Paper, Sales, Agency, Partner- 
ship, Bailments, Innkeepers, Carriers, Corporations, Domestic Relations, 
Torts, Administration, Equity Jurisprudence, Law Terms and Maxims. 
The volume also contains the Constitution of the U. S. and Table of British 
Regnal Years, and Table of the Chief Justices of the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

Many are the text-books with which the market is now flooded, but few 
there are which come from the pen of authors who are universally recognized 
as authorities. Few authors are more frequently quoted or accepted with 
greater weight than Dr. Wharton. Unfortunately there are few text-books 
now issued which show that the author has thoroughly and philosophically 
thought out his subject. Most of the present day authors are collecting 
and collating the decisions as they find them without seriously attemtping 
to find and present the reasons underlying the principles announced. This 
third edition of Dr. Wharton's well known work has been brought down to 
date by the editorial staff of the publishers. They leave practically intact 
the author's second edition, but add much valuable matter which has arisen 
in the rapid development of the subject since the publication of the second 
edition in- 1881. The text is written after an exhaustive study not only of 
American authorities but of European writers as well. The thorough 
method pursued in its preparation is in striking contrast with present day 
methods of book making. 

Owing to our recent marvellous industrial development and the vast in- 
crease of interstate dealings, it is inevitable that a far larger percentage 
of the cases arising in our courts will involve some principles discussed in 
this standard work.
